Clouds moving across the sky at an unusually fast rate il 
lustrate one of the most commen forms of time-lapse pho 
tography. This is one that most of us have seen at one time 
or another 

From a technical standpoint there is nothing very difheult 
about taking time-lapse moving pictures, The first) require 
ment is 4a single frame movement on our camera Naturally 
we must know the exposure time of the single frame move 
ment. From this point on it becomes a simple matter of cal 
culating exposure based on the shutter speed (exposure time) 
of the single frame movement. The rest of the process be 
comes a challenge to our artistic ability and skill 

\ time-lapse sunrise is a good place to start testing our 
skill. The technique was to take a meter reading of the sky 
over the eastern horizon some twenty minutes before sunrise 
This gave the exposure level for a light that would be grad 
ually imereasing in brightness as time-lapse exposures pro 
gressed. Consequently the camera lens opening was closed 
down one stop over that indicated by the light meter (as 
from f:11 to f:16). In this manner time-lapse exposure was 
begun twenty minutes before sunrise at one second intervals 
This interval of time between exposures gives a time-lapse 
ratio of one to sixteen and condenses the twenty minutes o* 
time used in making the scene to a projected sereen time of 
one minute and fifteen seconds. The resulting photographic 
effect is that of a gradually increasing vellow and orange light 
chasing surface fog out of mountain canyons into arid plains 
where it dissolves with the approaching sun. Such an early 
morning shot becomes an excellent way to begin a series in 
which nature plays even a small part, and becomes even more 
ippropriate if the series is dealing primarily with natures 


handy work in the sky 
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Prearranged composition for back lighted clouds offer no unusual 
problems for time lapse photography 


\ssuming that we are going to stay pretty close to the 
masterworks that nature displays in the sky each day, then 
a logical follow-thru shot from the sunrise would be lapse 
time work on the fog banks that usually rise from valley 
floors or northern lakes in the early morning hours. Such 
fog formations follow the air currents and often go sailing 
above the tree tops at a pretty good clip and at the same time 
offer a variety of acceptable camera angles 

Illustration “B” is just such a shot. The formation had 
formed quite rapidly and its movement was toward the 
camera. A meter reading was taken from the light portion 
of the cloud, indicating an exposure of {:16. Time-lapse ex 
posure was begun with the single frame movement of the 
camera at one second intervals 

In fifteen minutes the formation had moved higher into 
warm air and begun to disintegrate, thus offering both an 
unexpected pleasure and opportunity. The first camera angle 
was discontinued and the camera was quickly repositioned 
and rewound in order to eateh the cloud literally falling apart 
it a now higher elevation. Illustration “C" is the chief wit 
ness in the case of the cloud that fell apart upon contacting 


sscending currents of warm dry air. Disintegration is het 


shown about two-thirds compl te. Again the camera technique 
was quite simple in that a meter reading was taken of the 
light reflected from the cloud and single frame exposures, at 
one second intervals were made accordingly. Some twelve 


minutes later the cloud had dissolved into the warm blue light 
of a clear sky 

A word of caution against trying to expose too much foot 
age in any one outing is in order. Time-lapse photography is 
hard work. It requires a great de al of patience as the time 
required to photograph a single scene will sometimes be a- 
long as thirty minutes Advance planning is helpful when 
doing cloud work, for if such things as composition and light 
ing are not at least prearranged before they ippear, more 
often than not they will have disappeared before we can get 
our lens on them for the best results 

A typical example of advance planning in time-lapse work 
is shown in illustration “D Here is a back lighted «hot of 
huge white masses that are known to roll in from the «« 
just prior to storms. The camera angle, the time of day and 
the silhouetted foreground are the previously considered fea 
tures of this time-lapse shot. To produce the effect of a very 
black cloud moving against a dark blue «ky, the « amera lens 


was closed down one-half stop over that indicated by the

light meter, And, as the cloud movement here was quit 
slow and at several miles distance, exposure was made at two 
second intervals. Twenty minutes’ effort netted some fifteen 
feet of film 

\ further example of partly prearranged composition is 
shown in illustration “Fk These are back-lighted clouds that 
have been blown in from the sea by high winds that usualls 
follow close behind a storm, The camera angle and silhouetted 
foreground are the prearranged features of this shot. Expo 
sure level was again one-half stop lower than that indicated 
by the meter, and due to the rapid movement of the subject 
matter, exposure was made at approximately one-half second 
intervals 

One of the most rewarding of cinematographic efforts comes 
inthe form of time-lapse sunset photography. Here is where 
nature really puts on a show! There are colors that change 
from light yellow to dark red. There are shadows that quick 
ly change into darkness as the sun hides iteelf below thie 
horizon and sends up a glowing sky as a final farewell of the 
day 

Clouds in the early evening sky make this work more fas 
cinating. This is especially true if the clouds are moving up 
from the horizon, Here time-laper photography seems to give 
the impression that the sun is sending up smoke signals after 
having dropped below the horizon. Such was the case in 
illustration posures were begun here as the sun 
dropped below the hill, and continued at one second interval 
for over fifteen minutes. During this time the normally fast 
moving clouds zoomed up from behind the hille and went 
tiling overhead at breathtaking speeds 

One facet should be remembered when doing time-lapse 
work on sunsets and that is we are photographing subject 
matter by a gradually deere ising light Consequently tt 
not a bad idea to open up the lens an extra half stop over 
that indicated by the light meter. Furthermore the light

In my own application of this principle | have used cut-out 
jacks on my tape recorder so that when the auxiliary or re 
mote head, as I prefer to call it, is plugged in, the head on the 
tape recorder is automatically disconnected, resulting in full 
voltage going to the remote head 

It is possible to play back a magnetis stripe through most 
amplifiers. The head should be plugged into the mic rophone 
jack (if you are not using a tape job as suggested). Since 
the signal coming from magnetic film is weaker than the sig 


nal coming from a microphone, it is possible that some am- 


plih rs will not have enough gai tor such use but others 
will, Also, a pre-amp is desirable and with some amplifiers, 
necessary 

But since recording is not possible with an ordinary ampli 
her without an erase oscillator, and since the simple conne 
tion to a tape recorder described above is not much of a task 
the use of a tape recorder is without a doubt the best solution 
in the long run 

Amateurs who own sound projectors can plug the head 
to their sound amplifiers for playback. If the amplifier has 


sufhcient gain in the microphone input, this ean be used, 
but experience has shown that normally a pre-amp stage of 
it least one tube will be necessary 

An electronics repairman should be consulted as to just 
how the sound projector could be best idapted to play back 
the magnets ~ound The addition of one iube may be 
necessary with some models 

The second limiting factor to the quality of the sound is 
the projector itself. It is obvious that good sound quality «e 
pends upon steady movement of the film past the sound head 
ind since the projector mechanism is the power which moves

Before ever tripping the shutter on the most interesting 
subject the background must first be studied, and a plan 
adopted so that it will complement subject interest. Some- 
times quite an area is included even on a close-up of a flower 
in the field view. All of it must be carefully screened. For- 
tunately for the photographer there are many methods that 
may be used to eliminate unwanted detail in the background 

Naturally the easiest picture to control is the one set up 
on a card table, and yet many of these leave much to be 
desired, In the case of nature pictures the natural habitat 
of the subject should be studied: the best nature picture 
is one where the subject is naturally placed amid its physi- 
cal environment. This means toting more than the specimen 
home for your picture in many cases. In the case of many 
insects this is easy, for all that is required most often is a 
leaf or two of the plant which the insect frequents. The Tree 
Cricket sings at night in a mockorange bush, so his picture 
may be made with one of these leaves as a stage, with his 
two antenna caressing the black night air. In fact many light 
colored subjects are complemented by the use of black, and 
this is the easiest of all backgrounds to use with color, since 
color film is by nature contrasty 

Flat backgrounds are most safely achieved on card-table 
set-ups by means of a shadow-box. This merely consists of 
a box of any size large enough to do your particular job 
The inside should be painted flat black. One side should 
have a large round or square hole cut into it, and this face 
of the bex should also be painted flat black. Obviously the 
shadow-bex is placed directly behind the subject in relation 
to the camera. Use of such a box eliminates the danger of 
iny light being picked up by the background, and reflected 
back into the lens. Never use this box on low kev subject 
matter. It is best used on whites, vellows, and vellow reds 
ind sometimes on yellow-greens 

The popularity of the blue card is waning. but at times it 
does have its place. If you do use the blue card be sure that 


ts color does« not overpower your subject | sually its tone 


should be less intense. and es pec ially if the subject is smaller 
in relation to the background. Small centers of interest in 
relation to the size of the picture should dominate pictorially 
by their intensity of color in relation to the background 
Also when using the blue card be sure that the camera 
angle is upward, for when vou look at the sky you always 
look up, and never down. It is poor taste to cast a shadow 
on that blue background: who ever saw a flower, or a

With your card background 
ill you need to do to achieve this effect is to devise a method 
of bending the card backward slightly from the subjeet. and 
lights Some of the light will be reflected upward at the 
start of the curve, and away from the camera lens 

The two most common tricks on close up work out-doors 
are to use a high camera angle with the sky as background 
first having found an opening of clear blue sky. or a low 
angle using a minimum amount of both foreground and 
background. Very often in this case both areas will be quite 
busy: in such cases the situation is still not hopeless. On 
all except dark subject matter the picture can be saved 
by cleaning up the immediate foreground, and casting a 
heavy shadow on the background. Many subjects photograph 
more dramatically if back and side lighted, and so it is 
quite easy to cast a shadow on the background, and just 
clear of your subject. The author carries a large umbrella 
in his automobile just for this use. A reflector will be used 
to punch some light into the camera side of the subject 

Of course this technique is just an outdoor version of the 
shadow-box, but with caution it works well if you are careful 
that there are no light-catching objects in that shadow back- 
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ground, Oftentimes this same method can be ised on a 
larger scale when large shadows and dense backlighted ever- 
greens compose the background, This is common in gardens, 
ind when a close up is desired of a flower make use of this 
fortunate happenstance when offered 

Of course there are times when you cannot use either eky, 
or shadow, Sometimes you will notice that the background, 
ilthough well lighted, is pretty much one tone, such as grass, 
or dense foilage. If not cut up by shadows and bright spots 


it is a simple matter to throw it drastically out of foeus, by

Subject matter in this case must either 


make trong color separation or be of an entirely different

Nature pictures of the greatest charm are true habitat 


shots. Unfortunately Nature's backgrounds are usually very 


busy, and so a lot of tidying up is necessary before out-door 


nature pictures can hve mace The 


photog: apher should be 


careful not to he over zealous le ive enough of the natural 


setting to make the picture authentic. The little coral-colored 
rose fungus growing in the sandy gravel of the roadside, 
and partly hidden by fallen oak leaves in the autumn needs 
part of the debris moved away, but some of the leaves should 
remain around it, to show the size of the fungus, and expose 
some of the soil to show where it grows. Of course you will 
make sure that no little pebble, or a leaf will pick up more 
light than the fungus. A blue crab is found on a shell 
strewn beach: An area is cleared of eye catching broken 
shells down by the water line where the sand is wet, and 
wave action is evident. The crab is carried to this spot and 
there a picture is made, and although it may leave some- 
thing to be desired it is still a prize slide for it tells the 
story of sand, salt-water, sea-foam, and one of the citizens 
of the shoreline. 

Oftentimes in outdoor nature photography the subject 
may be moved to a spot of your choosing that lends itself 
to a better pieture but the spot should always appear au- 
thentic, and that may mean also moving enough of the sur- 
roundings and arranging them carefully in place so as to 
hide your trickery from the observing eye of a naturalist. 
Your mistakes in reproducing a natural setting should teach 
you considerable about your subject and its environment. 
It will make the photographer a better naturalist. At the 
same time in the arrangement of the subject matter good 
pictorial axioms should be used to try for the perfect picture 
with order in the background 

The artful photographer will always devise new methods 
to arrive at simple unobtrusive backgrounds. PSA members 
will get many tips by studying the Exhibition and Instruction 
Sets offered free by their Divisional services.

Then, suddenly, a different film is 
shown. It stands head and shoulders 
above the rest. The maker has used 
different angles, he gets human interest 
shots of the crowd, he shows a thinly 
clad girl shivering in the cold on one 
of the floats drinking a cup of hot 
coffee, a litthe boy asking a cowboy star 
for his autograph. 

The film stands out. You are seeing 
something new. It’s the same old parade, 
but told in a much different manner. 
Obviously you are impressed. So is a 
judge. 

So, whether your subject is new or 
old, think of a new and different ap- 
proach—one that is original—that is, 
if vou want to win contests 

Fifth, and very important, don’t make 
your film too long. I feel sorry for 
these people who take a trip, shoot 
3,000,000 feet of film, and then insist 
on showing every inch of it, 

Every film, no matter how good, will 
bore vou eventually. The worse it is, 
the sooner that moment of beredom sets 
in. So, it’s up to the film maker to 
determine when that moment begins and 
then stop his film at that point. 

A skilful photographer can shoot a 
30 minute film of a simple subject and 
have it interesting all the way through 
But another photographer would have 
his audience asleep within five minutes. 

The secret is to cut long scenes and 
keep the film moving to new subject 
matter. Dwell on each subject long 
enough to put your point across to the 
audience, but once told, don't repeat— 
go on to something else. 

And sixth and last, don’t insult your 
audience. They have some intelligence. 
Don’t show a title “Our cat had five 
kittens” followed by a scene of a cat 
with five kittens. In this day of modern 
schools and colleges most of your au- 
dience will have had sufficient education 
to be able to recognize that the animal 
is a cat, and also, most of them 
can count to five. They'll do it any way, 
so there is no point in your counting 
the kittens in advance for them 

If that example seems a bit ridiculous, 
please be advised that I actually saw 
that title and scene in a film about a 
year ago 

If your film is intended for adults, 
you must expect that they have average 
intelligence and you should produce and 
edit your film with that fact in mind, 
In a children’s film, consider the in- 
tended age and edit to that age group 
Judges don't like to be treated as chil- 
dren, so don't insult one if you want 
to gain his favor on behalf of your film. 

So, contestwise, make sure the me- 
chanics of your film are perfect. Then, 
keep it interesting, make sure it has 
action, keep the subject matter clear,

try a new or original approach or treat- 
ment, don’t let the film drag, and last, 
don’t treat your audience as imbeciles 

If vour club has selected a judge who 
is up on his moviemaking toes, one who 
is free of the customary mechanical 
limitations of judging the club has 
thrust upon him-—one who can judge 
freely and on your film's merits, you 
have a good chance of taking home the 
gold plated trophy.
